Socialism with absolute govern 
ment ownership and control of the 
elevator system would reduce thi 
charge to one half a cent or i 
just enough to provide for actual 
running expenses and sinking 
fund.

If the government 
the packing plants producers 
would receve a maximum price i 
their fat stock and — consunx 
would pay only a reasonable pr 
for the finished product, for t« 
reason that the governmeni 
operate them for service to the 
people and not for piling up mii 
lions in profits for private exploit 
eis of the public. 

There are so many private «, 
plotters sucking the life blood 
from all kinds of industry, unde 
our preesnt system, that it canno 
bear the load. A commons: 
system of Socialism, complete goy 
erninent ownership, is the only 
possible system that will stop th. | 


owne 
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exploitation of the producers and 
give them the full value of their 
earnings and labor. We are payi) 
high profits to too many idlers un 
der this rotten system, to ever | 
cover, for the reason that the « 
ploiters profits must be taken care 


|of before any other phase of 1+
